2. Permanent Invitees: 

(a) Secretary, Additional Secretary, Joint Secretary (R) and Director in the Ministry of 
Petroleum & Natural Gas will be the permanent invitees to the Committee 
meetings. 

(b) R&D Heads of lOCL, BPCL, HPCL and EIL will also be the permanent invitees to the 
Committee meetings. The Giairman may also invite any other person(s) to attend 
the meeting of the Committee or to assist the Committee. 

3. Duration of the SAC; 

The Committee is expected to start functioning with effect from October, 2010 and 
its term will be for three years i.e, 16“^ October, 2010 to 15^*^ October, 2013. The 
Committee shall meet as often as necessary but at least once in a quarter and will 
make suitable recommendations to the Ministry of Petroleum & Natural Gas from time 
to time. 

4. Terms & Conditions of the SAC 

(a) The terms of reference of the Committee will be as under: 

"To advise on policies relating to Science and Technology and measures to ensure 
optimum processing of hydrocarbons for use as fuels and chemicals". 

(b) Expenditure on TA/ DA of Ex-officio members/ Government officials/ 
representatives of Public Sector Undertakings will be met by the respective 
concerned Department/ Undertaking(s). Any other expenditure on the committee 
will be borne by CHT. 

(c) The expenditure on TA/ DA of non-officials/ members from Academia will be met 
by CHT. They will be reimbursed entitled class airfare at actual for attending the 
SAC meetings and traveling from their place of working to the place of meeting.

(d) TA/DA of Chairman-SAC, who is a non-official member, will be borne by CHT. 

(e) Local transport for attending the SAC meetings will be reimbursed at actuals. 
However, in case SAC member is provided with transport, no reimbursement for 
the local transport shall be made. 

(f) An honorarium of Rs.4000/- (Rupees four thousand) only will be payable to the 
Chairman and non-official members of the SAC by CHT for participating in each 
SAC meeting. 

(g) The Chairman-SAC may recommend payment of suitable/ nominal honorarium to 
professionals/ technical experts, who are; 

- Requested to review proposal submitted to SAC for giving their opinion on 
technical merit of the proposals; 

■ Invited in the Committee's meeting to deliver technical talks or to provide 
important inputs on issues of relevance to the Oil Industry. 

(h) The Secretarial assistance required to the Committee will be provided by the 
Centre for High Technology.
